JLiiNCKMtv, Minn., Septembe'r :[.—The 


Associated Press has the only wires into 
tlinukley today. The wirea were strung 
along on elumps and a dry gooda box. 
formed the operating table. An Asso- 
ciated 1'resB correspondent look a iiv 
mile tramp north from llinckley today, 
passing through the acene of desolation. 
Tlie country is absolutely swept clean. 
But one house is standing within a 


, known radius of miles. It is that of Millei 


.Bean on the edge of the river. In some 
way the flames missed it. The total 
number of bodies found along the track 
between 
llinckley and Skunk Lake 


was Bwtilled to fifty today. Above Skunk 
Lake twelve more bodies were found 
along the track. The people at Hinck- 
ley could have been saved had they 
thought logo inlo tbe Great Northern 
gravel pit, where only 100 fled and were 
saved. There was room for all. Those 
who did not go submerged their bodies 
iu water, wetting each other's heads. 
Tents were erected today For the refu- 
gees, and Iho army of surgeons from 
lrort Bnelling found plenty to do. 


SAND HTOSE, Minn., September 3.— 


The only building left here is a email 
shuck which waa miutiud by the Humes. 
Crowded into this building -were 200 
people who had lost all their posses- 
sions. A relief train from Duluth ar- 
rived today, bringing food and clothing. 
Several bodies were found on the track. 
All those aaved escaped by wading into 
the river and throwing water on their 
heads. 
Fifty bodies were 
scattered 


about the street*!, burned lo a crisp. 
The relief (rain took 1245 destitute people 
to Duluth.

Total, UUJ. At Sandstone 21 people are 
missing- The streets of the town were 
only lines of sand and between heaps of 
ashca. Within these lines lay forty 
bodies scattered at random, and twcnty- 
Iwo morn were found in the outskirts of 
towii. The bodies aro lying exposed to 
the sun and are fast decomposing. One 
of the most marvelous circumstances of 
the occasion is the escape of so many 
tattle and ho rues. Many were abso- 
lutely unscathed, though no one can lell 
how they passed Iho ordeal of the lire. 
Others were pitifully burned and steps 
arc being taken to put them out of their 
misery. This afternoon, following thu 
rain, the llames broke out again and tbe 
h're will not be out for many days, but 
there is no danger as the undergrowth 
has burned out clean.

A Correspondent Wants the Higl 


School Put There. 


EIMTOK JlicriJiiufAS:—Aa an humbk 


citizen of Fresno, having none but its 
heat intertHts at heart, 1 desire to regis- 
ter one more protest against the pro- 
posed location of the new hi«h school 
niilding on the Terry block, and I be- 
ieve this sentiment voices thai of a very 
arge majority of tbe population of this 
city. If 1 am correctly informed, the 
L'erry block has already been purchased 
mil the board of school trustees have 
ully decided lo place the new building 
there solely for the reason that the cost 
if moving the Central Ri'hool building 
s gi'valer than they anticipated. 
.Almost two yeara ago the Hoard of 


School Trustees, representing the wishes 
of tho eitiKuiiB interested in the proper 
raining and education of Iho youIh of 
.his community, and recogimini; the 
iced of more room and heller school 
acilities, decided to build a high school, 
md bonds were voted and sold for that 
mrpose. 
For some time interest has 


iceu running on those bonds, while our 
Hoard of Trustees have been deliberal- 
ug on plans and specifications for a 
tuilding and other necessary arraniji!- 
nentB for its construction. .Meanwhile 
he public has been iihmmt or quilu 
inaiiimouH in favor of placing the bulki- 
ng on thu present site of the Central 
ichool building; in facl, no ulher place 
uia been Uunight ol until ri'nmlly. The 
ocation is all that is desirable, no other 
jL'ing its equal for beauty, convenience 
md ceiltnil location, and the removal 
)f tbe other building has all aloiiK been 
onsidered as a matter of course. 
Tlie hoard has recently accepted plans 


or Ihe nuw building, which, when con- 
tructed, would be a credit and udorn- 
nent to any i-ity in the land of many 
.hues greater population. 
To place 


his handsome and t-uhslaulial stnic- 
urc, estimated to cost from Hr>,000 to 
fiO.OOO, mi tbe beautiful Central school 
'rounds lias until recently been the full 
ntention of the board, and Ihe only ob- 
tncle in tho way now seems lo be the 
xpcnditure of perhaps a couple ot thou- 
sand dollars for moving the frame build- 
ups to some other locality. Now the 
mrclmee of the Terry block is no doubt 
i good and necessary investment, and 
vould bo a good place to move the 
wo frame buildings to from off the 
Jentral school block. The cost to move 
hem would he little more than to move 
.hem to one corner of the block on 
which they now stand. The expcndi- 
ur« ol $2000, or even $:)000 or $4000 for 
.hat purpose should cut no figure in this 
•use. Kven were they destroyed as a 
condition of getting them out of the 
vay, that would hn far preferable to, 
tlacmg the new building elsewhere. 


There arc several objections to plac- 


ng the high Bcliool building on the' 
L'erry block, tho principal ones boinu 
,hat it is too far removed from the een- 
er of the city; hcing only one block 
rom the line of the city limit!!, and is in 
l locality seldom frequented or passed 
>y the majority of the population, and 
would scarcely ever be seen by visitors. 
For these and other equally valid rea- 
sons it should by all means be placed on 
,1m Central site, even if it, is necessary 
,o assist in removing the old building by 
private subscription. It should occupy 
Jie whole block, and the 
grounds

JAY SCOTT. SHERIFF. 


Jay Scott, the Republican nominee 


lor sheriff ot Fresno county, was born 
in Will county, 111., a short distance 
from Chicago, in 1850. 
The next year, 


with hia parents and othcre bound for 
the now limd of California, he left his 
native elatc.and the plains were crosEcd 
with ox teams. Tho winter of 1S51-2 
•was spent in the Cartion valley, and 
early in the Epring of 1852 the emi- 
granta renched r-ueruuitrulu. Tlie vicin- 
ity ot that city was the home ol the sub- 
ject of tine sketch, for the most part 
until 1875. Uia parents owned a fruit 
ranch there. He attended ei'hool « 
ycare, from 1857 to IStiti, and received 
the l*iieQt o! the best educational 
facilities which that part of the country 
then afforded.

he began work for himself as brakeman 
on the railroad. 
After two years he 


was given a place as baggage master 
At tbe end of the year, however, he left 
the employ of the railroad and gave his 
attention to fruit farming near .Sacra 
mento. He followed this bueiuess for 
(our years. 
At that time there waa 


mining excitement at Darwin, Inyo 
county, and Mr. Scott concluded to trj 
bis forlnnea there. He put in a year 
at the ininea, and in 1876 accepted a job 
as brakeman on the railroad through 
the Ban Joaquin valley.

Ii 
1887 he bought the Ingram hotel, now 
the C«7Jidero, in Sonoma county, among 
tlie redwoods, at the terminus of tin 
narrow guftge railroad. lie remaine< 
there one year and in 1888 came to Premie 
and bought Hogan A Combs' saloon 
which he aold in 1892. 
In that year lie 


was nominated by the Kepublicana fo 
sheriff of Fresco county, and was electee 
by a largo majority.

The 
I'lU'chasinaf 1'owcr of Money 


Bears a Direct Katiu to Its 


Coutractiou. 


The Democrats of the city and county 


met in thu court houao square last even- 
ing to listen to a criticism by W. 1C, 
Norton, editor of tho llanford Iteviow, 
of the address delivered by T. V. Cator, 
tho Populist, from thu same platform 
last Saturday evening, 


Thu audience which assembled last 


night was not to be compared in num- 
bers or enthusiasm with that which 
greeted Mr. Cator. As on Saturday 
evening, there was no band, aud no torch- 
light procession, something as unusual 
with the Democracy as an old-time 
Methodist service without a collection. 
Tho electric light behaved quiteas badly 
as pu Saturday night, the carbons sput- 
tering frequently, and at times threaten- 
ing to go out altogether. 


Dr. W. T. Maupiu read tho list of 


president and vice presidents of the 
meeting, and then without preface in- 
troduced the chief speaker of the even- 
ton. 


Mr. Norton obviously differed from 


Mr. Cator in one respect. As nu orator 
Mr. Gator ia brilliant without being sin- 
cere; Mr. Norton is siucere without be- 
ing brilliant. This, in a few words, was 
thu impression produced on the major- 
ity of thoeo woo had heard both speak- 
ers. 


Uy way of elucidating his points Mr. 


Norton had a blackboard set up and 
adopted as his illustrations a silver dol- 
lar, a bushel ol wheat and a pair of 
pants, lie attacked Mr. Cator'a entire 
iinaneial structure on this simple propo- 
sition that a certain ratio must always 
exist between the value ot articles and 
the inouey iu circulation, and lhat if the 
latter is increased the other is enhanced 
in exact proportion eo that the con- 
sumer is not affected. It makes no dif- 
ference if a uian getting $50 for a day's 
work and paying $25 a day for his board 
has his wages cut to 50 centa a day if he 
pays 25 cents a day for his board. Tho 
ratio of one day's work earning two 
days' board is still preserved. Apply- 
ing the illustration of the dollar, the 
bushel of wheat and the pants it was 
contended that if the bushel of wheat 
-ae worth $1 and $1 would buy tho 
pants, no difference would be created by 
it shrinkage of the dollar to 50 cents, if 
the value of the wheat sank lo 50 cents, 
And Die same mini would huy the pants 


Mr. Norton admitted there is a small 


class which would bo affected by such 
i shrinkage. This was the class of per- 
sons who had contracted debts on Ihe 
lollar basis before the shrinkage came 
nlo effect, and hence any legislation for 
such purposes cannot be in the Hue of 
class legislation, lie claimed that the 
iirineiplcB laid down by Mr. Cator und 
,ho Populists in this regard savored of 
elites legislation, repudiation of debt 
md dishonesty. Mr. Ciitor had spoken

The Supervisors Will Frame a Law 


to Try iiutl .Save the 


During a recent trip to the West Side 


Supervisor LeLcber had his attention 
forcibly called to the difference between 
past und present. 


Away back in the fifties, when Mr. 


Lctcher started from a point near Stock- 
ton on a trip down the San Joaquhi valley 
he saw the plains covered with elk and 
antelope. The elk were growing fH'nrce, 
but the antelope were there by thous- 
ands. Haiti he yesterday: "It was no 
uncommon tbimr lo see a thousand an- 
Lelope in a single herd. Today I do not 
believe there are a hundred antelope in 
the entire valley." 


W. J. Hayes, who lives up the Big 


Panoche at the hamlet bearing his name, 
said that only a few years ago he saw 
thirty-two antelope in ono herd at Bed- 
ford's canyon, but it is the rarest kind 
of a treat to uce tin untelopu now. 
At 


lirst they were slaughtered for meat, 
tlieii for hides, then for eport, aud now 
tbe last few antelope in the valley can 
only be saved from destruction by a law 
rigidly administered, and which cannot 
be evaded.
